Many o'f the small growers, 
or 


gardeners, will probably not plant 
seed potatoes because of the high 
cost, with no assurance of a boun- 
tiful crop. 


But while the seed potatoes are 


advancing, the kind that people use 
on their table as a food are gone al- 
most out of sight, and are now sell- 
ing close to $5.00 a bushel, and will 
probably go higher. 


Fanners who have investigated 


the seed potato market predict that 
the acreage 
will be much smaller 


than usual because 
o'f 
the 
high 


nrice. Especially will this be true in 
the case of farmers who are forced 
*" buy their seed, it is said. Pota- 
loes are no? regarded as a certain 
crop in this locality and' it "'is./said 
•'hat the exceedingly high price for 
seed will 
cause 
many growers to 
( 


plant only what they will need for 
their own' use during the coming 
winter. 


It is pointed out that when seed 


potatoes are so exorbitantly high in 
nrice the grower does not feel justi- 
fied in risking much investment in a 
crop that is generally regarded as 
uncertain in its return. Then there 
may be a big crop in Michigan and 
other potato Bowing states during 
the summer which would mean that 
the price next fall.would be consid- 
erably less and the. total cost of the 


j seed nnd work in tending the, crop 


won'd not be sufficient to pay a rev- 
enue to the land owners. 


Local gardeners, and the indica- 


tions now arc that 
there will ^P 


manv of them this summer, are find- 
ing that the prices of nearlv all 
kinds of garden seed have advan- 
ced. Onions are slightly higher than 
a year ago. and packages 
of se^r! 


are somewhat smaller, while the 
price on the average is a little high- 
er or about the- same. Because of 
the high price of vegetables last 


ter a week's illness.

Announcement is made by Direc- 


tor R. G. Cholmcley-Jones of the Bu- 
reau of War Risk Insurance that it 
is not the policy of the "bureau to 
attempt to dissuade ex-service men 
and 
women from purchasing any 


particular form of government con- 
verted policy for -which they show a 
preference. 


Since all forms oS insurance con- 


tracts, especially those which will b« 
issued fey the government, are based 
on actuarial-principles, they arc 
designated according to the' amouut 
of premium charged to get the full 
value of the money received. 


For instance, while the endowment 


polic\J is more expensive from an in- 
surance point of view, if the insured 
lives to the end of the endowment 
period, it is one of the cheapest 
form's of insurance, and a stated 
preference for this .policy therefore 
should not l>e discouraged. 
- It is ,the position of the bureau 
that it is perfectly all right to ac- 
company an' explanation of the var- 
ious policies with all necessary in- 
formation, hut advice as to selection 
should 1>e given only where it is spe- 
cifically sought 
Usually the selec- 


tion is dependent upon the individ- 
ual, who should be encouraged 
to 


make his own choice and to follow 
his own desires.

Riipe is the best crop that I know 


n sow between the corn rpws at the 
ist cultivation, says n writer In an 
xchange; It is a good producer, does 
<it stunt the corn to the extent that 
lie small grains do, and it is relished 
y all kinds.of stock. The rape can 
ic sown .lust before the Inst cnltlva- 
ion at the rate of about 20 to 30 
inunds of seed per acre. It can either 
)e drilled with a small one-horse drill 
or better yet it can be sown broadcast. 
n the latter case about 30 pounds of 
seed will be necessary. 


Hairy vetch is not at all adapted to 


Bowing between the corn rows in this 
manner, as it requires later planting, 
s a -winter cover crop and is generally 
sown in September. 


Soy beans or cowpeas are all right 


if the seed does not cost more than 
$1.00 or $1.25 an acre, but if the seed 
costs much more than this the growth 
obtained will be entirely too small to 
pay for the seed and the cost of the 
labor involved.. If these crops are 
sown about one-half to one bushel of 
seed is required to the acre, if it is 
sown broadcast, and. about 30 to 40 
pounds if sown in drills 30 to 36 inches 
apart. 


Small Grain Not Suited. 


Rye or other small grains are not 


well adapted to sowing between the 
corn rows because in all but excep- 
tionally wet years It tends to reduce 
the yield' of corn through robbing it 
of moisture. 
If a permanent pasture is desired 


the following year, the intertilled crop 
seed can be mixed half and half with 
the following grass seed mixture and 
the whole sowed broadcast between 
the rows: Blue grass, 15 pounds; tim- 
othy 3 pounds, red clover 5 pounds, 
alsike clover ii pounds, and red top 
8 nounds. 
This mixture will cost 


about '?S or $4 per acre, but it will 
give a good, permanent pasture that 
will last for years.

That the Filipino people are In earn- 


est in tlieir demand for immediate in- 
dependence is indicated by the coming 
to the United States of a second Philip- 
pine mission to work for independence. 
Coincident with tils announcement the 
War Department received a cable from 
Manila stating that the ail-Filipino leg- 
islature had adopted resolutions re- 
iterating its plea for Immediate inde- 
pendence. 


The second mission, 'like the first, ig 


composed of the leading men of the is- 
lands and will work in the United 
States'^not only for immediate inde- 
pendence, but also to bring about "bet- 
ter understanding; greater confidence 
and closer economic relations between 
the United States and the Philippines." 


The mission is again headed by Man- 


uel L. Quezon, president of the Philip- 
pine Senate, who is well known In 
America, having been fo»- six years res- 
ident commissioner to the United

States. Sir. Quezon and the Hon. Ser- 
gio Osmena, Speaker of the Philippine 
House of Representatives and Vice 
President of the Council of State, are 
the leaders of the JCacionalista party. 
which has been in power since 1007. 


While Speaker Osmena is not so well 


known in the United States as Quezon, 
he is considered one of the ablest men 
in the islands. Senate President Que- 
zon recently referred to Osmena as 
"the greatest Filipino since Rizal." 


The personal relations between Os- 


mcna and Quezon are probably without 
a parallel in modern politics. 
They 


have been the leading political figures 
in the islands for 12 years, yet there 
has never been the slightest indication 
of rivalry between them. Throughout 
their college life as well as tlieir long 
political service each has refused to be 
a candidate for any position that the 
other aspired to. 


During the years Quezon was the 


Philippine delegate in the American 
Congress lie won the esteem and con- 
fidence of both the Republican and 
Democratic sides of the 
chamber. 


Whenever he spoke he was assured of 
a good attendance. One of the official 
short hand reporters once declared 
Quezon used the purest English of any 
member of the House.
